1 . SUMMARY: REPRESENTATIVES OF THE NUCLEAR SAFETY 
ORGANIZATIONS OF IRAN, KOREA AND MEXICO HAVE EACH SOLICITED 
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SPECIAL ASSISTANCE OF U.S. NUCLEAR REGULATORY COMMISSION IN 
IDENTIFYING NRC OR OTHER EXPERTS TO SERVE AS IAEA ADVISORS 
TO THEIR REACTOR SAFETY REGULATION PROGRAMS. MISSION IS 
REQUESTED TO EXPEDITE IAEA POSITION DESCRIPTIONS RELATING 
TO THESE TASKS. 

2. CONSISTENT WITH REFTELS A AND B, NRC (LAFLEUR) CONFIRMS 
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INTENTION TO ASSIST WITH RECRUITMENT FOR ONE OR BOTH OF THE 
POSITIONS SOUGHT BY DR. FARZIN. NRC REQUESTS AT LEAST 
TENTATIVE POSITION DESCRIPTIONS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

3. NRC HAS RECENTLY SENT TO SCHLOSBERG NAMES OF TWO HIGHLY 
QUALIFIED CANDIDATES FOR 3-MONTH POSITION AS QUALITY 
ASSURANCE AND PREOPERATION AL TESTING EXPERT (KOR/9/07). 

IN ADDITION, NRC HAS INDICATED WILLINGNESS TO HELP ON OTHER 

PENDING OR PROPOSED IAEA POSITIONS IN REACTOR SAFETY AREA. 
MISSION REQUESTED TO PROVIDE INFORMATION ON ANY SUCH 
POSITIONS KNOWN TO THE IAEA, STATUS OF RECRUITMENT ON EACH, 
AND OFFICIAL OR TENTATIVE POSITION DESCRIPTIONS. ALSO, 
INFORMATION IS REQUESTED SPECIFICALLY ON IAEA ASSISTANCE 
IF ANY BEING CONTEMPLATED ON PROVIDING FOREIGN EXPERTS TO 
SERVE IN KOREA, AS A CONDITION PRIOR TO START UP OF THE 
KORI REACTOR AND DURING THE FIRST YEAR OF OPERATING, AS 
RECOMMENDED BY THE IAEA REACTOR SAFETY MISSION WHICH 
VISITED KOREA IN DECEMBER 1976. IN THIS REGARD, NRC HAS 
BEEN ASKED TO HELP FIND AN ADVISOR TO SERVE AS ASSISTANT 
TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE KOREAN ELECTRIC COMPANY FOR A 
TWO-YEAR PERIOD. HAS IAEA BEEN ASKED TO PROVIDE SUCH AN 
EXPERT EITHER UNDER THE TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM OR 
UNDER A FUNDS-IN-TRUST ARRANGEMENT WITH THE AGENCY? IF SO, 
A POSITION DESCRIPTION IS REQUESTED BY NRC, IF AVAILABLE. 
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4. NRC STAFF MEMBER, I. VILLALVA, IS CURRENTLY ASSIGNED 
TO MEXICO FOR ONE YEAR AS AN IAEA ADVISOR ON QUALITY 
ASSURANCE AND REACTOR LICENSING (MEX/9/16). INEN OFFICIALS 
HAVE REQUESTED FURTHER NRC RECRUITMENT. NRC NOTES IAEA 
POSITION NUMBERS MEX/9F/18A AND MEX/9F/18B ARE IN CURRENT 
IAEA TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM AND THAT THESE POSITIONS 
APPARENTLY RECOMMENDED AS PART OF U.S. CONTRIBUTION IN 
KIND OF EXPERT SERVICES FOR PROJECTS SUBMITTED BY NPT 
PARTIES, PER REFTEL C. MISSION REQUESTED TO EXPEDITE 
COPIES OF POSITION DESCRIPTIONS AND ANY OTHER INFORMATION 
ON REACTOR SAFETY RECRUITMENT ACTIVITY, PLANNED OR UNDER- 
WAY FOR MEXICO, WHICH MAY BE HELPFUL TO NRC AND OTHER 
AGENCIES. (NFC DISCUSSIONS WITH INEN OFFICIALS INDICATE 
THAT ONE OF THESE TWO DESCRIPTION SHOULD PRESCRIBE A 
PERSON WITH STRONG BACKGROUND IN INSPECTION AND
